Chap. I.

AN ACT to change the time for holding the Circuit Court in the Wirth 
Judicial Circuit. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SEMON 1. The Circuit Court in the following named me of bolding 
counties, comprising the Sixth Judicial Circuit of the gri  gi.2411-  
State of Wisconsin, shall be holden at the times herein- chanted. 

after mentioned, viz : in the county of Clark on the 
first Monday of March and the first Monday of Sep-
tember of each year ; in the county of Jackson on the 
second Monday of March and the second Monday of 
September of each year ; in the county of LaCrosse on 
the fourth Monday of March and the fourth Monday of 
November of each year ; in the county of Trempeleau 
on the second Monday of April and fourth Monday of 
September of each year ; in the county of Buffalo on 
the third Monday of April and the first Monday of 
October of each year ; in the county of Monroe on the 
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second Monday of May and the third Monday of Oc-
tober of each year ; in the county of Crawford on the 
fourth Monday of May and the second Monday of 
November of each year ; in the county of Bad Axe 
on the second Monday of June and on the second Mon-
day of December of each year.

"An Act to amend Chapter 24 of the ,  Revised Statutes." 

The people of the , State of Wisconsin, reptesented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

riti4g14.1:12 § 1. That Chapter one hundred and forty-three (14$) 
of the general laws of 1850, entitled "An Act to amend 
Chapter twenty-four of the Revised Statutes," be 
and the same is hereby repealed ; and all acts. and 
parts of acts repealed by the enactment of the said 
Chapter one hundred and forty-three are hereby 
revived. 

§ 2. This act shall take effect from and after its pas-
sage.
